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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

The  front  cover  illustration  C437  shows  a  magnificent  portrait  antoninianus  of  Decimus 
Caelius  Balbinus  who  reigned  jointly  with  Pupienus  for  98  days  in  A.D.  238.  During  March 
238  an  abortive  rebellion  broke  out  in  Africa  led  by  Gordian  I  and  his  son,  Gordian  II  against 
the  autocratic  rule  of  Maximinus.  Following  the  deaths  of  the  Gordiani,  the  Senate  in  Rome 
elected  Balbinus  and  Pupienus  to  govern  jointly,  the  former  to  direct  civil  administration,  and 
the  latter  to  gather  troops  to  oppose  the  advance  of  Maximinus  on  Rome. 

Although  Maximinus  was  murdered  by  his  mutineering  troops  before  he  reached  Rome, 
the  joint  rulers  were  not  popular  with  either  the  citizens  or  the  army  and  on  29th  July  238  the 
Praetorians  invaded  the  palace  and  murdered  the  two  emperors. 
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VICTORIAN  “GODLESS'’  AND  “GOTHIC”  FLORINS  -  A  FURTHER 

REPORT 

by  M.  J.  DICKINSON 


In  my  original  article1  I  noted  additions  to,  and  corrections  in  the  descriptions  of,  coins 
listed  in  The  English  Silver  Coinage  from  1649 ,  by  H.  A.  Seaby  and  P.  A.  Rayner,  and  gave 
revised  rarities  for  many  pieces.  Here  I  offer  further  comments  on  some  of  the  coins  in  the 
series,  together  with  details  of  an  interesting  new  variety  for  1859. 

“ Gothic ”  type  B'  (1851  to  1863 ) 

No  examples  of  florins  dated  1854  to  1858  inclusive  have  turned  up  with  a  stop  after  the 
date  letters  since  the  appearance  of  my  first  article.1  I  feel  doubly  certain  now  that  none  exist 
and  consider  that  they  can  be  removed  from  succeeding  editions  of  “E.S.C.” 

Coins  of  1851  -  i.e.  non-proof  pieces  -  and  those  of  1853  with  stop  after  date  must,  at 
best,  be  considered  unlikely  to  exist.  I  can  only  guess  that  the  1852  florin  without  stop  after 
date,  recorded  in  Spink  &  Son  Ltd's  The  Milled  Coinage  of  England,  no.  1228.  was  either  a 
very  worn  specimen  or  an  incorrect  date  reading. 

I  have  discovered  an  interesting  new  variety  for  1859  ( with  stop  after  date)  on  which  the 
weak  letter  m  of  the  date  has  been  overpunched  with  another  m.  but  upside  down  (see  fig.  1). 
This  strengthening  of  the  impression  of  letters  in  a  die  was  a  common  mint  practice  during  the 
nineteenth  century  and  the  raison  d’etre  of  this  process  has  been  carefully  and  fully  explained 
in  an  article  by  Professor  Peter  P.  Gaspar.2  This  florin  is  a  new  blundered  die  variety,  similar 
to  the  farthing  of  1874  (Heaton  mint)  which  has  both  G's  in  the  obverse  legend  ‘strengthened' 
with  O  *s.  The  florin  is  also  interesting  in  that  the  stops  used  to  form  the  colons  in  the  obverse 
legend  are  larger  than  normal,  but  rather  weak,  and  they  have  been  overpunched  with  very 
small  dots.  The  effect  is  of  pairs  of  eyes  peering  out  as  one  reads  the  legend!  I  suggest  a 
provisional  varity  of  R4  (eleven  to  twenty  examples  known)  for  this  piece,  as  I  feel  that  a 
number  of  similar  coins  will  be  recognized  in  due  course. 

Type  B2  (1864  to  1867) 

A  specimen  of  1864  on  a  heavy  flan  (E.S.C.  824A)  recently  examined  was  found  to  have 
the  die  number  40.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  of  any  higher  or,  indeed,  any  other  number 
for  this  variety. 

My  correspondent  Mr.  Ron  Stafford  has  examined  florins  of  1865  and  has  so  far  identified 
20  different  die  numbers  as  having  no  colon  after  the  date  (E.S.C.  826)  and  6  different  die 
numbers  as  having  this  colon  (E.S.C.  827).  Those  of  the  former  type  are  numbers  between  1 
and  32,  also  53,  54  and  65;  those  of  the  latter  are  nos.  44  to  47  inclusive,  49  and  51. 
However,  on  1866  coins  he  has  noted  12  different  die  numbers,  not  one  of  which  shows  a 
colon  after  the  date  letters.  I  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  1865  colon  variety  needs  no  more 
than  R:  as  a  rarity  rating,  but  that  the  I  866  colon  variety  deserves  R  at  least.

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Type  B}  (1 867  to  1879) 

Starting  with  this  type,  a  very  slightly  modified  reverse  is  evident.  The  fact  that  late 
“Gothic"  reverse  dies  are  minutely  different  from  early  ones  was  first  brought  to  my  notice  by 
Mr.  Graham  Dyer,  Librarian  and  Curator  of  the  Royal  Mint.  The  differences  between  the 
two  have  been  described  by  Mr.  Stafford  in  a  recent  article. 1  The  main  feature  is  that  on  early 
reverses  the  crosses  on  the  tops  of  the  crowns  either  do  not  touch  the  border  teeth  or  only  jus,. 
touch  them;  however,  on  later  reverses  the  crosses  all  touch  these  teeth,  mostly  extending 
beyond  the  tips  of  the  teeth  towards  the  rim.  The  change  seems  to  have  been  occasioned  by  a 
very  minor  enlargement  of  the  width  of  the  rims.  1868  is  the  earliest  date  noted  by  Stafforc 
for  the  later  type.  On  coins  of  1871  he  has  seen  both  reverses,  the  earlier  type  so  far  couplec 
with  seven  different  (obverse)  die  numbers,  the  later  with  five. 

Type  BUI 877) 

Neither  Stafford  nor  1  have  ever  seen  an  example  of  this  type,  ana  neither  have  1  found  one 
listed  for  sale  by  Seaby  or  Spink.  Hence  1  feel  that  the  rarity  rating  of  this  coin  should  be 
further  increased,  at  least  to  R 4. 

Type  B5  (1867,  1877  to  1879 ) 

Stafford  considers  the  existence  of  the  1867  date  of  this  type  (E.S.C.  832A)  most  unlikely, 
on  two  counts:  (1)  the  die  no.  32  given  for  this  coin  is  known  for  1877;  (2)  the  die  number 
itself  seems  too  high  when  the  only  others  known  are  1  to  9  (inclusive).  I  share  his  doubts. 

Since  my  last  article1  no  florins  of  1877  have  been  noted  without  a  stop  after  the  date,  as  B 
expected:  this  piece  can  safely  be  omitted  from  E.S.C. 

Type  BUI 880  to  1887) 

Mr.  Sam  Alexander  has  pointed  out  to  me  that  coins  of  type  B8  (and  for  that  matter  those 
of  B '  s  also)  have  34  and  not  33  arcs,  although  the  number  of  trefoils  is  33. 

1  asked  Mr.  Dyer  whether  he  considered  that  the  1881  variety  reading,  apparently,  xxri 
might  be  struck  from  a  die  clogged  with  dirt  or  grease.  He  replied:  “if  you  can  identify  more 
than  one  die  with  the  defective  date,  then  the  suggestion  in  E.S.C.  that  the  x  was  damaged  on 
the  punch  (which  raised  the  dies)  becomes  by  far  the  most  likely  explanation."  I  quote  this 
here  because,  since  receiving  this  information,  I  have  not  examined  more  than  one  of  these 
coins,  and  it  is  obvious  that  several  good  quality  examples  need  to  be  examined  side  by  side 
for  a  clearer  picture  to  emerge.  Another  thought  occurs  to  me  with  regard  to  this  variety: 
could  it  be  that  some  (or  all)  have  had  the  third  (weak)  x  strengthened  with  an  incorrect  r? 

No  specimens  of  1887  of  this  type  (E.S.C.  865)  have  come  to  my  notice  since  my  original 
article,  and  I  have  never  seen  any  “Gothic"  florins  of  this  date  advertised  for  sale  positively 
identified  as  B8  coins.  This  is  thus  another  example  of  a  coin,  long  considered  common, 
whose  existence  must  be  open  to  doubt. 


Finally,  1  shall  make  a  point  of  more  general  interest.  It  is  not  generally  observed  that  tlorins 
of  Victoria  come  in  no  less  than  four  different  flan  diameters,  as  follows;  quiz  question- 
setters,  take  note: 


Type  A:  “Godless"  ( 1 849)  28  mm 

B:  “Gothic"  ( 1 85 1-87)  30  mm 

C:  “Jubilee"  (1887-92)  29.5  mm 

D:  “Old  head"  (1893-1901)  28.5  mm 


}Coin  magazine.  5-18  Oct.  1979. 
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Since  1893,  the  diameter  has  remained  constant  at  28.5mm.  Our  present  10  new  pence 
coin  is  of  the  same  size.  In  all  these  types  the  weight  of  the  coins  is  the  same,  at  1  1.3  lgm.;  it 
follows  that  the  “Godless”type  has  the  thickest  flan  and  the  “Gothic”  type  the  thinnest. 

All  the  above  alterations  and  additions  to  E.S.C.  which  I  consider  definite  are  listed 
hereunder;  I  include  also  one  or  two  maximum  die  number  figures,  as  noted  by  Stafford.

I  have  shown,  in  this  article  and  my  previous  one,  that  important  new  varieties  can  be 
discovered  in  a  series  which  many  collectors  might  think  has  been  exhaustively  studiedi 
already.  More  experienced  numismatists  will  also  not  need  reminding  that,  in  their  text  books,, 
the  written  word  is  often  neither  the  last  word  nor  the  correct  one.  There  is  still  much  to  be 
learned  from  studies  in  modern  British  silver  coinage. 

My  indebtedness  to  certain  persons  has  been  noted  at  the  appropriate  places  in  the  text. 


WILLIAM  BETTY:  ACTOR 

by  A.  F.  AMANN 

Between  the  years  134  and  62  B.C.  there  lived  in  Rome  an  actor  whose  full  name  was 
Quintus  Roscius  Gallus.  He  was  born  a  slave  but  reached  a  perfection  in  comedy  that 
became  proverbial.  He  is  said  to  have  received  about  a  thousand  denarii  per  day  (approx. 
£30)  for  his  acting  which  was  an  immense  sum  in  those  days.  He  was  patronised  by  the 
Roman  dictator  Sulla  who  gave  him  a  gold  ring,  the  symbol  of  knightly  rank.  The  lawyer 
statesman  Cicero  was  his  friend,  taking  lessons  from  him  in  elocution  in  his  younger  days  and 
subsequently  defending  him  in  an  action  which  involved  the  sum  of  50,000  sesterces,  and 
which  he  won  after  a  brilliant  summing  up  speech.  In  addition  to  amassing  a  considerable 
fortune  the  Roman  state  assigned  Roscius  a  pension  which  enabled  him  to  spend  his  last 
years  in  opulent  retirement.  Since  then  the  name  Roscius  has  been  applied  to  many  well 
known  actors  such  as  Richard  Burbage;  David  Garrick;  Ira  Aldridge,  an  American  Negro; 
and  the  subject  of  this  article  William  H.  Betty,  known  as  the  Young  Roscius. 

William  Betty  was  born  at  Shrewsbury  in  1791  the  son  of  a  linen  manufacturer.  He  was 
taken  to  Ireland  when  10  years  old  and  at  a  Belfast  theatre  witnessed  the  acting  of  Mrs. 
Siddons  which  inspired  him  to  become  an  actor.  Two  years  later  he  made  a  brilliant  first 
appearance  at  the  same  theatre  in  the  part  of  Osman  in  Aaron  Hill's  'Zara'.  Ovations  in 
Dublin  and  Cork  and  similar  triumphs  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  followed  and  in  1804  he 
reached  London  where  he  was  engaged  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre  for  twelve  performances  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  guineas  a  night.  He  is  said  to  have  memorised  the  part  of  Hamlet  in  three 
hours.  Saturday  Dec.  1,  1804  was  the  day  chosen  for  Betty's  debut  as  Selim  in  the  play  “Bar- 
barossa’.  As  early  as  one  o'clock  all  avenues  leading  to  the  theatre  were  thronged,  windows 
were  broken,  and  the  Bow  Street  officers  were  unable  to  deal  with  the  crowds.  The  guards 
had  to  be  called  out  to  preserve  law  and  order  and  to  clear  a  way  for  the  carriage  containing 
the  Prince  of  Wales.  Night  after  night  Betty  filled  Covent  Garden  and  later  Drury  Lane.  The 
Prime  Minister,  Pitt,  received  him  and  on  one  occasion  adjourned  the  Commons  so  that 
members  might  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  boy  as  Hamlet.  The  King,  George  III,  after 
attending  the  play,  gave  him  an  audience  at  which  it  is  said  Betty  appeared  neither  too 
assured  nor  obsequious.  Probably  to  a  boy  of  thirteen  there  seemed  nothing  unusual  that  his 
Sovereign  addressed  him  kindly  or  that  it  was  necessary  for  Life  Guards  to  repel  mobs 
anxious  to  witness  his  acting. 

But  the  enthusiasm  of  the  London  public  began  to  die  away.  It  occurred  to  many  people 
that  it  was  absurd  that  a  boy  so  young  should  affect  them  by  expressing  passions  which  he 
could  not  possibly  have  experienced.  But  it  did  not  occur  to  them  that  a  great  many  children 
are  born  mimes  with  wonderful  memories  and  until  adolescence  have  the  complete  assurance 
and  ardour  necessary  for  the  profession  of  actor.  Richard  Sheridan,  one  of  the  greatest  of 
English  playwrights,  and  a  good  judge  of  acting,  had  a  very  high  opinion  of  Betty's  abilities. 
He  retired  to  the  provinces  where  he  appeared  with  success  at  Stourbridge,  Worcester  and 
Wolverhampton.  He  appeared  for  the  last  time  as  a  boy  actor  in  1808  at  Bath,  after  which  he 
went  up  to  Cambridge  and  was  entered  at  Christ's  College  where  he  spent  three  years.  He 
returned  to  the  stage  in  1811  but  his  success  was  only  moderate  and  he  struggled  on  for 
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twelve  years  before  deciding  to  retire  into  private  life  and  enjoy  the  large  fortune  he  had 
acquired  during  his  boyhood  days.  He  died  on  Aug.  24.  1874. 

Over  a  century  passed  before  British  audiences  witnessed  on  the  cinema  screen  the  pre¬ 
cocious  abilities  of  boys  of  even  younger  age.  Our  older  readers  may  recall  their  interest  in  the 
acting  of  Freddie  Bartholomew.  Jacky  Coogan,  Jacky  Cooper  and  Mickey  Rooney. 

There  is  a  medallion  having  on  the  obverse  the  bust  of  a  youth  facing  left.  The  legend  reads 
“Will™  Henry  West  Betty  Born  13th.  Sept.  1791".  On  the  reverse  the  words  “British 
Tragedian.  With  feeling  and  propriety  he  astonishes  the  Judicious  Observers  of 
Human  Nature  1804  .  There  is  another  which  appeared  in  the  price  list  of  the 
Bulletin  for  Dec.  1978  commemorating  the  death  of  Betty.  His  bust  facing  right  is 
surrounded  by  the  words  “The  Young  Roscius"  while  stage  items  appear  on  the 
reverse.

Roman  coin  Hoard  from  Shropshire.  Shropshire  Star,  17  March. 

A  massive  hoard  of  about  3.000  Roman  coins  has  been  found  by  a  farmer  in  Childs  Ercall, 
six  miles  south  of  Market  Drayton.  The  coins  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Wellington  coroner, 
Mr  Michael  Gwynne.  who  is  investigating  the  find.  The  hoard  is  thought  to  be  of  a  similar  age 
and  condition  as  the  one  discovered  two  years  ago  by  accident  by  a  farmer  in  Much 
Wenlock.  The  coroner's  officer  said:  “For  good  reasons,  we  are  not  prepared  to  disclose  the 
actual  site  and  the  identity  of  the  person  who  found  the  coins.  They  were  discovered  on 
March  7  and  since  then  more  have  been  unearthed.  They  would  appear  to  be ‘similar  to  those 
found  in  Much  Wenlock.  which  were  of  about  the  first  or  second  century.  The  coins  are  being 
sent  to  the  British  Museum  later  this  week,  where  they  will  be  cleaned  and  valued. 

New  machine  for  spotting  forgeries.  Oxford  Mail,  14  March. 

A  British  machine  is  going  to  be  used  to  put  paid  to  German  coin  forgers.  An  X-ray 
Spectrometer,  built  by  Telsec  Instruments  Ltd.  based  at  Sandy  Lane  West.  Littlemore.  has 
been  ordered  by  the  Deutsche  Bundesbank  to  help  in  the  detection  of  forged  Deutschmarks. 
The  Deutsche  Bundesbank  is  the  German  equivalent  of  the  Bank  of  England.  Telsec  will 
install  its  £1  10.000  machine,  which  does  chemical  analysis  and  can  determine  the  constituent 
parts  of  a  coin,  at  the  Bundesbank  in  Frankfurt  and  will  provide  servicing  back-up.  Mr  Brian 
Price,  sales  director  of  Telsec  Instruments,  said  the  machine  could  detect  forgeries  among 
antique  coins  as  well  as  current  ones. 

“It  is  possible  that  historical  coins  have  been  tampered  with,"  he  said,  but  the  machine 
would  uncover  that  as  the  chemical  constituents  of  coins  change  over  the  years.  Another 
machine,  made  by  Telsec  Instruments,  similar  to  the  one  going  to  Germany,  is  already 
operating  in  the  Royal  Mint. 

Cadeby  find  is  ruled  Treasure  Trove.  South  Yorkshire  rimes,  14  March. 

Fourteen  Roman  coins  found  at  Cadeby  were  in  the  area  of  other  hoards  an  inquest  heard 
at  Doncaster  last  week.  The  coins  -  1  1  bronze  and  three  silver  -  were  discovered  by  Mr 
David  Holdsworth  of  York  Way.  Conisbrough  using  a  metal  detector.  “They  were  scattered 
around  over  20  to  30  feet  and  one  to  five  inches  under  the  ground  ,  he  told  the  inquest.  Some 
were  on  top  and  some  down  the  banking  of  a  disused  railway  line.  Mr  Malcolm  Dolby, 
Keeper  of  Antiques  at  Doncaster  Museum,  said  the  coins  were  in  an  area  w  hich  had  proved 
rich  in  Roman  finds  over  the  years.  A  hoard  of  third  century  coins  had  been  discovered  fairly 
close  to  the  same  site  in  April  1978.  and  a  number  of  coins  were  found  before  1912,  said  Mr 
Dolby.  He  said  it  was  thought  the  finds  had  come  to  light  as  a  result  of  one  or  other  of  the 
railway  lines  being  constructed  at  Cadeby.  The  bronze  coins  were  from  the  second  century 
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and  the  three  silver  coins  were  minted  approximately  in  76,  183  and  188/89  A.D.,  added  Mr 
Dolby.  A  jury  of  five  men  and  two  women  decided  that  the  hoard  had  probably  been  buried. 
Coroner  Mr  Kenneth  Potter  ruled  the  find  treasure  trove. 

New  £20  note  for  Guernsey.  The  Times,  24  March. 

The  first  £20  note  to  be  issued  since  the  island  introduced  its  own  paper  currency  in  1816, 
came  into  circulation  today.  One  of  a  set  of  four  notes  (£1,  £5,  £10,  £20)  featuring  prominent 
Guernseymen  of  the  late  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries,  the  £20  note  carries  a 
portrait  of  Admiral  Lord  de  Saumarez,  who  was  second  in  command  to  Nelson  at  the  Battle 
of  the  Nile  in  1798  and  defeated  the  French-Spanish  fleet  off  Cadiz  in  1801.  The  note's  basic 
colour  is  red. 

From  the  Shrewsbury  Chronicle  of  1821/2 

1  June  1821.  Sovereigns  to  a  great  extent  have  been  counterfeited,  by  casing  Platina  with 
gold,  the  specific  gravity  of  the  two  metals  being  nearly  equal. 

1  Feb.  1822.  Counterfeit  sovereigns,  made  of  Platina,  are  much  in  circulation;  at 
Chichester  lately,  a  gentleman  took  eleven  at  once;  ringing  them  is  the  best  means  of  detec¬ 
tion.
